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New mayor vows 
to take on Tosco 


NEWMARKET'S new 
mayor has pledged to 
oppose Tesco plans to 
double the size of its 
Newmarket store. 

In contrast to out¬ 
going mayor Mick Jeff- 
erys, Cllr Keith Bovill 
has said he believes the 
proposed new 10,000 sq 
ft superstore in 
Fordham Road would 
have a “detrimental” 
effect on the town 
centre. 

The independent St Mary’s 
ward councillor was elected 
mayor on Monday night after 
he won the unanimous 
backing of members of 
Newmarket Town Council. 
Tory George Lambton was 
chosen as his deputy. 

Cllr Bovill, 55, a housing 
officer for Racing Welfare, told 
the Weekly News : “I have no 
qualms about Tesco 
improving the shopping 
experience for their cus¬ 
tomers. I will visit the store 
myself occasionally. 

“But I do not think the 
suggested size of the store and 
the product range is logical 
given the store is overshopped 
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by 160 per cent. 

“To double the size of the 
store and give half of the space 
to products already sold in the 
town centre would be det¬ 
rimental to Newmarket. 

“My main objective as 
mayor will be to bring forward 
our vision for Newmarket. 
That means when planning 
officers at Forest Heath are 
making the decision, this 
shared vision will be 
considered. 

“It’s all about improving the 
town centre, looking to fill 
empty shops and cleaning the 
High Street.” 

Cllr Bovill, who served with 
the Royal Navy for six years, 
now lives in Newmarket with 
his wife and two sons and has 
served on the town council for 
three years. 

Deputy mayor George 
Lambton, 49, returned to the 
council after he was elected to 
the All Saints ward with 412 
votes. Mayor in 2000 and 2002, 
he said: “We are always keen 
to see if we can provide 
services. 

“I think we can provide 
them better locally because 
we are the ones in touch with 
what’s happening.”

Sunny spells no gift for horses 



WHILE we’ve all been 
enjoying the spring sun¬ 
shine, spare a thought for 
those in the racing 
industry. 

Scorching summer sun 
is causing a nightmare for 
Newmarket trainers, as 
they cannot run their 
horses on rock-hard grass 
tracks. 

With the flat racing 
season in full swing, the 
town’s 3,000 horses have 
been forced to use the all- 
weather tracks on New¬ 
market Heath. 

But many trainers 
believe these gallops 
leave the town’s runners 
short of peak fitness and 
puts Newmarket horses at 
a disadvantage to other 
runners. 

The only watered 
gallop, which runs 
alongside the Rowley Mile 
racecourse, opened early 
in April and offers normal 
turf training, but its use is 
restricted to protect the 
turf. 

Nick Patton, training 
grounds manager for the 
lockey Club, said: “We are 
very lucky because we 
have 19 miles of all- 
weather tracks that 
horses can use during this 
particularly dry patch. 

“But staff have needed 
to work very hard to stop 
them from turning to 
dust. People have been 


out at 2am every day 
watering these tracks - it’s 
been non-stop all month. 

“Everyone is praying 
for rain. Trainers won’t 
run their horses on really 
hard ground as it jars 
their joints - it’s the same 
effect as if a runner ran 
really fast downhill on 
concrete. 

“We reckon the last 
proper rainfall was back 
on February 28, when we 
had 6mm. Since then, 
we’ve had only 5mm of 
rain in March, 3mm in 
April and 2mm in May. 

“It seems the north and 
west have been having 
plenty of rain, but it keeps 
on missing the east. It’s 
really frustating for 
everyone in racing and a 
lot of extra work for 
people.” 

But the bone-dry con¬ 
ditions are set to continue 
with a fortnight-long 
heatwave hitting Britain 
from Saturday, making 
this May one of the 
hottest in 350 years. 

However, the Met 
Office has also forecast 
“isolated heavy showers” 
in some areas, though it 
says the forecast is for 
mainly dry. 

Anglia Water has 
reported reservoirs are 20 
per cent lower than 
normal, but says a 
hosepipe ban is unlikely.

Created by Will and 
Eugenie Woodhouse, 
the stunning garden at 
Manna Ash House in 
Weston Colville will 
also open on Sunday, 
from 10am. 

This garden includes 
a natural swimming 
pool and aquatic gar¬ 
den of exotic lilies and 
irises. 

There are also tall 
grasses, wild flowers 
and willow varieties, 
with an open raised 
terrace overlooking the 
undulating Cambridge¬ 
shire countryside. 

Entry to both 
gardens costs £3 and 
homemade teas are 
available.

Street ban for 
drunken yob 


A MAN has been banned 
for from a street indef¬ 
initely for drunkenly 
threatening neighbours. 

Sean Brown, 23, stripped off 
his shirt, waved a wooden pole 
and shouted at neighbours in 
Bridge Farm Close, Mildenhall, 
Ipswich Crown Court was told 
last Friday. 

The court heard how residents 
had cowered in their homes as 
Brown and David Armitage, 25, 
banged on a staircase bannister 
while drunk on February 24. 

The pair were reported to 
police by a woman who had 
locked herself inside her flat 
after she saw them interfering 
with her car. 

Prosecutor Michael Crimp 
said two men were alerted by the 
woman and later locked 
themselves inside one of the 
flats as they feared the yobbish 
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actions of the two men. 

One of the men had been 
chased by Armitage and 
afterwards Brown had joined in 
the incident as they banged 
pieces of metal against a stair 
bannister in a threatening 
manner and stripping off their 
shirts and shouting. 

The men inside the flat, who 
saw what was happening 
through a door security spyhole, 
feared that they were going to be 
attacked, said Mr Crimp. 

Brown, of High Street, Bilde- 
ston, near Ipswich, pleaded 
guilty to using threatening words 
and behaviour. 

He was jailed for 16 weeks, but 
is expected to be freed almost 
immediately because of the 
amount of time he has already 
spent on remand. 


Jailing Brown, Judge David 
Goodin said: “Your record is 
appalling for being a nuisance to 
other people. 

“This was an ugly incident in 
which I accept you were not the 
principal player, but you were a 
supporting player.” 

Mr Crimp said that witnesses 
had described Brown as appea¬ 
ring to be drunk. When police 
arrived Brown was holding a 
wooden pole. 

It was accepted by the 
prosecution that Brown’s role in 
the incident had been less 
serious than that of Armitage, 
who has pleaded guilty to affray 
and possession of an offensive 
weapon, the court heard. 

Armitage is due to be 
sentenced on May 31. Judge 
Goodin also made a restraining 
order which bans Brown from 
entering Bridge Farm Close, 
Mildenhall indefinitely.

Man admits 
aossessing 
neroin stash 

A DRUG addict caught with a 
stash of heroin has been given a 
suspended prison sentence. 

George Scott, 48, of Wingfield 
Road, Fakenheath, was arrested 
by police on December 9 last year, 
Ipswich Crown Court was told. 

However, he claimed he had 
only been looking after the drugs 
for someone else but expected to 
get some heroin in return, 
claimed prosecutor Naomi 
Turner. 

He pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing to being in possession of 
a quantity of heroin with intent to 
supply between November 30 and 
December 9 last year. 

Appearing for Scott, Martyn 
Fevett said his client was 
attending a centre in Fondon to 
treat his addiction. 

The treatment was being paid 
for by members of Scott's family. 

Scott had been using drugs for 
about nine years and, after efforts 
at rehabilitation, had fallen back 
into using heroin at the time of 
the offence, the court heard. 

Judge Rupert Overbury sen¬ 
tenced Scott to 12 months’ im¬ 
prisonment suspended for 18 
months. 

Scott was also ordered to 
remain under Probation Service 
supervision for the next 18 
months and to complete 200 
hours of unpaid community 
work.

Child hospital 
care shortened 


MORE young patients at 
West Suffolk Hospital are 
being assessed, treated and 
discharged within just four 
hours, according to new 
figures. 

It comes following the creation 
of the hospital’s new short-stay 
CAU Children’s Assessment Unit 
(CAU), which opened last October 
to provide a 24/7 assessment, 
observation and treatment service 
for children who have acute 
illnesses, but do not need to stay 
in hospital for more than 24 hours. 

Since then, more than 70 per 
cent of all young patients coming 
to the hospital have been able to 
access care on the unit rather than 
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being admitted to the Rainbow 
Ward. 

Figures also show that nearly 
twice as many children are being 
treated and discharged within just 
four hours compared with the 
same period last year. 

Dr Melanie Clements, consul¬ 
tant paediatrician, said: “The CAU 
is making a real difference to our 
young patients and their families 
by ensuring they receive rapid and 
effective care which meets their 
individual needs.” 

She added: "In many cases, 
patients are discharged within just 
four hours and are able to 


continue their recovery at home, 
which feedback shows us both the 
children and their parents 
appreciate.” 

Patients who are discharged are 
given "open access", which means 
their parents can contact the ward 
for extra reassurance, support and 
advice. 

If necessary, they can also 
return to the hospital for further 
assessment without first visiting 
their GP or the A&E department. 

Shena Scholes, who works on 
both the CAU and Rainbow Ward, 
said: “The creation of the CAU 
means that children are being 
seen more quickly and staying for 
a shorter length of time.”

A GIRL who was just three- 
years-old when she lost 
her battle with cancer has 
inspired people to help 
other children.

Cllr John Barker had been 
asked by a national committee 
to invite Mildenhall to suggest 
ways of improving various 
national circulars, to make 
them more understandable. 

This matter will be discussed 
again. 

■ A committee decision to cut 
down two trees in the area of St 
Mary’s Close and Mildenhall 
Scout premises was 
overturned by Mildenhall Parish 
Council during its final session 
before the district and parish 


council elections. Council 
chairman Brian Sulman said he 
had been rather concerned that 
such a major decision was 
being taken on a “split vote”. 

He felt thought should be given 
by full council to the situation; 
the matter was formally 
referred back to the recreational 
management committee at its 
next meeting, after the four- 
yearly reconstitution of 
membership of the councils 
committees. 

■ Mildenhall parish councillors 
agreed at their recent meeting 
to give further consideration to 
the position of allowances 
made to their chairman. Cllr 
John Barker pointed out that 
there is now a great difference 
in the number of “outside 
events” for which the council’s 
chairman receives invitations. 
He said it was important that 
no member should ever be 
deterred from accepting the 
“top job” within the council 
hierarchy.

Clair Missen, senior Trading 
Standards officer, recently 
visited Hillside. She said “I am 
delighted to report that all the 
cattle are doing very well and 
their condition continues to 
improve. 

“We would like to pass on 
our sincerest gratitude to 
Hillside Animal Sanctuary for 
providing these animals with a 
safe and healthy environment. 

“When we first contacted 
them they were very quick to 
accept all the cattle, regardless 
of their condition, despite 
being solely financed from 
funds donated by the public. 

“We have also learnt that 
another calf has been born to 
one of the cows since arriving 
at Hillside.” 

Enquiries are continuing to 
find out why the animals were 
found to be in such a poor 
condition.

of history in Burwoll 


Window on the east: Burwell has been a village 
since Anglo-Saxon times. 


JUST 10 miles to the 
north east of Cam¬ 
bridge, Burwell is a 
picturesque village 
with lots of history. 

Sitting alongside the 
damp and peaceful Fens, 
the village is kept from 
saturation by man-made 
waterways such as 
Burwell Lode. 

Flint tools have been 
discovered in the area, 
suggesting prehistoric 
human activity. The 
formation of rich peat in 
the fenland has led to the 
preservation of several 
prehistoric sites around 
the village. 

The name 'Burwell’ 
dates from the Anglo- 
Saxon era, and means a 
spring located next to a 
fort or castle. 

There is also evidence 
of a Roman settlement, 
discovered near St Mary’s 
Church, and pottery, 
vessels and coins have all 
been found in the area. 

The village has an 
unfinished castle, the

final wall of which was 
knocked down in the 
1930s by firemen testing a 
new hose, however the 
moat is still clearly visible. 
It is believed to have been 
built in the 12th century 
by King Stephen, to 
protect himself from 
attack by Geoffrey de 
Mandeville who had 
created a base in Ely. 

The village was the site 
of tragedy in 1727, and all 


because of some puppets. 
A puppet show visited 
and put on a 
performance in what is 
now Cuckolds Row. The 
barn filled with people, 
and proved so popular 
that the doors were nailed 
shut to prevent anyone 
else getting in. Sadly, one 
person knocked a candle 
lantern over, and the barn 
went up in flames, killing 
78 people, most of whom 


were children. 

Burwell has its own 
area of woodland: Priory 
Wood, which is owned by 
The Woodland Trust, 
which was planted in 
1998. It also boasts a 
museum detailing the 
village’s history, which 
was opened in 1992. Its 
neighbouring grade II 
listed windmill, Stephen’s 
Mill, is also part of the 
museum.

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When girl saw herself in mirror 
tears rolled down her cheeks

L ooking down 
at her little girl 
lying in a 

crumpled heap on 
the grass, Carol 
Gh all in or was numb 
with horror. Thrown 
from a horse, which 
reared and hit her 
square in the head, 9- 
year-old Kelly-Ann’s 
face was a bloody, 
unrecognisable mess. 

“I honestly didn’t believe 
it was my daughter lying 
there,” remembers Carol. 
“It was the most horrific 
thing. Her face was 
completely crushed. 

“Her eyes... One of her 
eyes looked like it was 
coming right out. There 
was blood coming out of 
her nose and her ear. And 
she was thrashing around. 

“It was just the most 
awful thing I’ve ever seen. I 
honestly looked at her and 
thought ‘There must be 
some mistake: this isn’t 
Kelly-Ann’ - but it was.” 

Kelly-Ann had sustained 
major head injuries. Her 
entire face had been 
flattened: her jaw, 
cheekbones, eye orbits, 
nose and skull were all 
fractured in multiple 
places. Rushed to 
Addenbrooke’s, doctors 
warned Kelly-Ann might 
die; if she survived, they 
cautioned she could have 
severe brain damage. 


When Kelly-Ann’s face was flattened in a 
horrific horse-riding accident, doctors warned 
she might die, or suffer severe brain damage. 
Now she’s a smart, pretty teenager who’s still 
happiest in the saddle... Alice Ryan reports. 


To see Kelly-Ann now, a 
bright, outgoing and 
seriously sporty 15-year- 
old, it’s clear her recovery 
has been little short of 
miraculous. Her face - 
which had to be almost 
completely rebuilt by 
surgeons - looks totally 
normal; the only sign of 
her traumatic accident is a 
long scar, hidden in her 
hairline. 

Excelling at school, she 
is predicted straight As and 
A*s in her upcoming 
GCSEs. She has a busy 
social life and appears to 
live for sport, listing 
rowing, rounders, athletics, 
netball and rugby among 
her favoured pastimes. 

Most amazingly of all, 
Kelly-Ann is a keen and 
accomplished 
horsewoman who 
harbours ambitions of 
becoming a top-flight 
eventer; last summer saw 
her compete in the British 
Riding Club Junior 
National Eventing 
Championships. 

So didn’t her accident 
put her off? “Oh no,” smiles 
Kelly-Ann, who lives in 
Exning. “I just saw it as a bit 


of a blip, which meant I 
couldn’t ride for a while. 
For me it’s always been 
horses, ever since I started 
riding at about five or six.” 

Carol and husband Noel 
moved to Britain, from 
their native South Africa, 
when Kelly-Ann and 
younger brother Robert 
were still tots. “It’s really 
horses that brought us 
here,” explains Carol - 
Noel works at Exning’s 
Northmoor Stud, and the 
couple also keep a small 
yard of their own. “But this 
is home now, most 
definitely our home.” 

At the time of her 
accident, Kelly-Ann had 
her own pony, Chrissy. But 
that day she was riding 
another, decidedly more 
temperamental horse. “I 
asked her to do something 
a second time and she 
decided she didn’t want to 
do it,” recounts the 
teenager. “She reared up, 
knocked me out and fell 
over backwards; instead of 
landing right on top of me, 
she hit me with the side of 
her head. I actually don’t 
remember anything about 
it, not a thing.” 


Carol, in a nearby barn, 
heard screaming: “I heard 
someone saying ‘Kelly, 
breathe!’ and I knew 
something was majorly 
wrong. I ran over to where 
she was... I thought ‘This 
is it. Our lives are never 
going to be the same 
again’.” 

Within minutes First 
Responders and then 
Magpas were on the scene. 
“I was dead calm. Dead, 
dead calm,” continues 
Carol. “Once they all 
arrived I just stepped back, 
to let them get on with 
their jobs. It wasn’t until we 
got to the hospital that it 
really hit me - and then 
my wheels just fell off...” 

Blue-lighted to 
Addenbrooke’s, Noel says a 
team of 15 medics was 
waiting ‘like a scene from 
ER\ Putting Kelly-Ann in a 
drug-induced coma, they 
proceeded to take 
numerous X-rays in 
attempt to assess the 
damage. 

The Challinors still have 
copies of those images - 
and they make frightening 
viewing. A side view shows 
that Kelly-Ann’s whole face 
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had been pushed back 
into her head; among the 
most serious injuries was a 
huge rip across her 
forehead, and a split at the 
base of her skull. 

“Those fractures 
occurred either side of her 
riding hat,” says Noel. “If 
she hadn’t been wearing 
that, everything in 
between would have been 
crushed too. Without a 
doubt, that hat saved her 
life.” 

Kelly-Ann remained in 
the coma, on drips and 
ventilation in paediatric 
intensive care (known as 
PICU), for five days. 
Coming round was, she 
says, something of a blur: 
“To start with, I thought I 
was having a dream. I 
dreamt I was flying, then I 
heard all these voices 
around me... And I can 
remember a lady coming 
and helping me do some 
drawings: typically, I 
wanted to draw my pony.” 

As the swelling in her 
head subsided, doctors 
were pleased with Kelly- 
Ann’s brain function. But it 
was clear she would need 
complex surgery to 
reconstruct her face; the 
surgeons, remembers 
Carol, were frank about 
the risks involved. 

A team of experts - 
including maxillofacial, 
neuro and ophthalmic 
surgeons - all played a 
part. Reassembling Kelly- 
Ann’s bone structure was 
extra-challenging because 
of her age: aware she had a 
lot more growing to do, 
surgeons were reluctant to 
insert too much 
metalwork; in the end, 
only two metal plates were 
used (in her forehead and 
one cheekbone) along 
with some wiring. 

By making incisions 
high on her forehead and 
inside her mouth, scarring 
was kept to a minimum. 
But doctors did have to 
remove all Kelly-Ann’s hair, 
which she remembers as 


‘one of the worst 
moments’. “I woke up and 
all my hair was gone. It 
sounds silly, but that 
seemed really awful. That 
was one of the worst 
moments, second only to 
removing the plaster from 
my head: the nurses let me 
do it myself, it was so 
painful, and it took me 
forever.” 

“That was the first time 
in all of this that this child 
cried,” says Carol. “And she 
was very upset about her 
hair: she had long, blonde 
locks at the time and she 
loved them. Robert was so 
supportive: he said straight 
away ‘I’m going to shave 
my head too’. I took my 
hair off as well, so the three 
of us were skinheads 
together.” 

Among Carol’s most 
abiding memories is the 
moment Kelly-Ann first 
saw herself in the mirror. 

“It was about two days 
before she was discharged 
and her grandmother and 
I took her for a bath. She 
looked at herself in the 
mirror and didn’t say a 
word; the tears just rolled 
silently down her cheeks. 

“We’d been warned that, 
because of the location of 
her forehead injury, two 
things might happen: she 
might lose her sense of 
smell, and her personality 
could be affected,” 
continues Carol. “Well, as 
you can see, she has plenty 
of personality. And, a few 
days after the op, Noel 
took in some flowers; as he 
walked through the door, 
Kelly-Ann said ‘Oh, those 
flowers smell lovely’. At the 
time, her eyes were still so 
swollen she couldn’t even 
see the flowers were there. 
That seemed amazing.” 

A week after the surgery, 
Kelly-Ann was allowed 
home. But it was months 
before life began to get 
back to normal. So weak 
she had to use a 
wheelchair to begin with, 
the schoolgirl couldn’t 


bathe or dress or even 
walk unaided. “I had to 
literally crawl up the 
stairs,” she remembers.” 

Kelly-Ann’s main focus 
was getting back in the 
saddle. The accident 
happened on April 21 and 
by the following August, 
less than four months 
later, she was aboard a 
pony and taking part in a 
riding school fun day. 

Soon after that, Kelly-Ann 
was once again riding at 
every opportunity. 

Aside from some eye 
problems - for a time she 
suffered with double 
vision - and a second op 
on her sinuses, Kelly-Ann’s 
health has gone from 
strength to strength and, 
last year, she was finally 
discharged from 
Addenbrooke’s. The 
Challinors say they cannot 
praise both hospital and 
Magpas staff enough and 
make no bones about the 
fact they saved their 
daughter’s life. 

“We are incredibly 
blessed,” adds Carol. “I’m 
not an overly religious 
person, but the power of 
prayer is unbelievable. 
That’s one thing I did a lot 
of that first night - praying. 
And I know a lot of family 
and friends were praying 
for Kelly-Ann too; we had 
so much support.” 

Now looking to the 
future, Kelly-Ann has the 
‘joy’ of exams ahead and 
intends ‘to see just how far 
we can take the riding’. 

“She does really well at 
school. We went to a 
parents’ evening the other 
day and it was just 
ridiculous,” laughs Noel. 
“Every single teacher said 
‘Her marks are pretty well 
straight As, what else can I 
tell you?’. 

“She’s got a great circle 
of friends and she works 
hard - everything she 
does, she gives it 100 per 
cent. She’s amazed us all. 
To be honest, we couldn’t 
be more proud.”

Inspector Robin Sissons 
said: “We have seen a 
significant rise in the number 
of thefts recently due to an 
increase in the value of the 
metals they contain. 

“The marked catalytic 
converters are painted with a 
heat-resistant paint, making 
them easily identifiable. 

“The yards will check and 
record details of these 
markings and the local team 
will check these against our 
crime records during our daily 
visits. 

“We are committed to 
tackling this type of crime and 
it is great we can work with so 
many garages in the area to

seasons at the National 
Theatre and on 
Broadway, and prior to 
opening in the West End, 
Cambridge is playing host to 
one of the most successful 
and critically acclaimed 
plays of the 21st century. 

From writer Lee Hall, creator of 
the globe-conquering Billy Elliot, 
and winner of the Evening Standard 
award for Best New Play, The 
Pitmen Painters has wowed 
audiences and critics across the 
world. 

In 1934, a group of Ashington 
miners hired a professor to teach an 
art appreciation evening class. 
Rapidly abandoning theory in 
favour of practice, the pitmen began 
to paint. Within a few years the most 
avant-garde artists became their 
friends and their work was acquired 
by prestigious collections but every 
day they worked, as before, down 
the mine. 

Though Lee Hall is from the 
North East, it was in a bookshop in 
London’s Charing Cross Road that 
he first came across William 
Feaver’s book about The Ashington 
Group. It seemed to encapsulate 
many of the themes he had been 
drawn to previously - such as the 
mix of working class culture and 
high art, which is also at the heart of 
Billy Elliot. 

Hall himself was a 
comprehensive kid from Newcastle 
who went on to read English at 
Fitzwilliam College, Cambridge. As 
well as the film and stage musical 
versions of Billy Elliot, he has 
written for the National Theatre, the 


RSC, Bristol Old Vic and wrote 
Cooking with Elvis, which 
premiered at Live Theatre, 

Newcastle before transferring to the 
West End. 

Featuring many of the original 
cast members, this acclaimed 
production from Max Roberts 
(artistic director and founding 
member of Live Theatre) is based on 
real events and inspired by the book 
by Feaver.

Kiley. Later that year, Laurent- 
Marke found herself at Mogis 
and Oberst’s studio in Omaha

Last year, she played the 
Cambridge Com Exchange in 
support of Virgin’s other big folk- 
pop signing of2007, Laura 
Marling.

A GRIEVING patriarch walks in 
the footsteps of his late son in 
the fourth directorial feature of 
actor Emilio Estevez, who once 
again casts his father, Martin 
Sheen, in front of the camera. 
The Way is a deeply personal 
film for the Estevez family, who 
wanted to pay tribute to their 
Spanish heritage and El Camino 
de Santiago: a 800-kilometre 
spiritual pilgrimage starting in St 
Jean Pied de Port, along the 
Spanish-French border to the 
cathedral in Santiago. 

En route, pilgrims collect stamps 
in a passport called the 
Compostela and use the time in 
the picturesque countryside and 
the Pyrenees mountains to 
reflect and meditate. 

The Way chronicles one lonely 
and selfish man’s rebirth but as 
the 128-minute running time 
attests, Estevez is in no hurry to 
reach any conclusions. 

Tom (Sheen) is an American 
optometrist, whose perfect 
round of golf with his country 
club chums is ruined by news 
that his son Daniel (Estevez) has 
been killed in the Pyrenees in a 
storm. 


The medic flies to France to 
collect his son’s ashes and 
discovers that Daniel perished 
on the first leg of the Camino. 
Tom throws caution to the wind, 
grabs his son’s backpack and 
guidebook and decides to 
complete the pilgrimage in 
Daniel’s honour. 

Down the path, the medic meets 
overweight Dutchman Joost 
(Yorick van Wageningen), who is 
hoping to use the pilgrimage as 
a makeshift weight-loss 
programme. 

As the two men continue their 
walk, they meet emotionally 
damaged Canadian woman 
Sarah (Deborah Kara Unger) 
and creatively blocked Irish 


writer, Jack (James Nesbitt). 

The Way is a love letter to the 
northern Spanish countryside 
and the people who open their 
homes to the pilgrims. 

Sheen internalises his 
character’s anguish and we see 
sadness welling up in Tom’s 
eyes, underscored with 
occasional moments of humour. 
The pacing is pedestrian, just 
like the actors. Van Wageningen 
is endearing in his underwritten 
role but Unger and Nesbitt fail to 
make any impact, the latter 
grating on our nerves with his 
chattering. Well before the 
credits, we’re contemplating a 
second death on the Camino.

V ISITORS to the 

horticultural event 
of the year are 
likely to see more punchy 
colours, a push on 
ornamental fruit and veg 
and a continuing growth in 
native and naturalistic 
planting, experts are 
predicting. 

The RHS Chelsea Flower 
Show is always a showcase for 
the most inspirational, out-of- 
this-world designs, but what can 
we take from the garden catwalk 
to the average domestic setting? 

“There’s always a danger that 
the show gardens become such 
grand statement pieces that you 
feel as though there’s very little 
access in terms of the materials 
and the ideas you can take,” says 
award-winning garden designer 
Chris Beardshaw, who this year 
is not only helping create the 
Bradstone Fusion Garden, an 
urban show garden, but is also a 
judge at Chelsea. 

“However, there seems to be a 
number of clear directions - one 
is a celebration of plants in 
history, reflecting on the plants 
which have performed 
particularly well for us. 

“There’s a huge move towards 
native plants and naturalistic 
planting. It takes a while, when 
you think that Chelsea is at the

high end of the fashion market, 
for things to become mainstream. 

“We are looking at gardening 
in a very biodiverse way, thinking 
carefully about the plants we 
weave together and what effect 
they are going to have, not just 
on our senses but on all of the 
other organisms that we share our 
spaces with. 

“You see plants growing in the 
way plants want to grow. It’s 
gardening for people who like 
the organisms around them to be 
as relaxed as they are.” 

Hot plants at Chelsea may 
include a clutch of interesting 
alpines such as meconopsis (blue 
poppies), along with quality 
herbaceous plants such as 
peonies and almost black 
bearded irises, while topiarised 
plants (watch out for the Laurent 
Perrier garden) will also be 
popular. 

“Large topiarised plants are 
becoming more available and 
people are spending less on

collections of plants and more on 
individual ones,” Beardshaw 
observes. 

“People are happy to spend 
£100 upwards on a single large 
specimen. 

“We are no longer banging the 
drum of ‘Plant it small and wait 
50 years and it might turn into 
what you’ve anticipated’. By 
buying larger plants, there's an 
instantaneous reward that can be 
gleaned. 

“B&Q and Homebase, both at 
Chelsea with show gardens, feel 
there’s a market for increasing 
the public’s awareness of plant 
materials. 

"The idea of growing fruit and 


veg in baskets and boxes and up 
walls and fences has to come in 
through a more mainstream 
source. 

“Expect new mechanisms for 
hanging baskets and irrigation, 
troughs and boxes, to come 
through those outlets.” 

Bunny Guinness, winner of six 
gold medals at the show and 
designer of the 2011 M&G 
garden, a modem take on a 
traditional kitchen garden, 
predicts that fruit and veg will be 
brought into the spotlight in 
domestic gardens. 

In the show garden she’s 
designed, cabbages and beans 
mingle with clematis and roses, 


while lavender and other herbs 
ensure the garden smells sweet 
and fragrant. Large terracotta 
pots containing lemon, apple and 
quince fruit trees are placed 
throughout the garden. 

“Some people are still very 
reluctant to put vegetables into 
prime positions. In the old days, 
they were in the walled garden 
which was miles away from the 
house because people thought 
they didn’t look particularly 
good. 

“But I think the kitchen garden 
can look good all year round, 
anywhere that’s highly 
convenient. I can’t think of any 
vegetable that isn’t ornamental 


when it’s arranged well. Seeing 
any crop nicely grown, whether 
it’s in lines or swirls or curves, 
looks lovely. Veg should be 
grown in high-profile places 
because they are high-profile 
things.” 

Black Italian kale, chillies, 
tomatoes, standard gooseberries 
and redcurrants all feature in 
Guinness’s show garden, 
providing colour and 
architectural interest. Raised beds 
should catch on because they’re 
easier to tend and much more 
productive, she says. 

While muted colours such as 
whites and blues have been the 
must-have colours of recent 
years, Guinness reckons there are 
going to be some dazzlers this 
year. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised if 
there weren’t quite a few punchy 
colours because of the recession, 
to hot things up a bit and raise the 
temperature,” she predicts. “I 
know there are reds in some of 
the structures.”

WORLD Touring Car Champion¬ 
ship leader Rob Huff streng¬ 
thened his grip on the standings 
with a brilliant double race 
victory at Monza on Sunday. 

The first race saw a three-way 
battle between the Chevrolet Cruze 
drivers as Newmarket racer Huff, 
Yvan Muller and Alain Menu 
battled from the start.

Muller caught Huffs rear bumper 
on lap six, but both managed to 
carry on to take the one-two, with 


Kristian Poulsen of BMW in third. 
After race two, Huff said: “It has 
been an incredible weekend to win 
two out of two races. 

“Yvan was pushing me so hard. 
We had a bit of a hit down into 
Parabolica but I braked a bit early 
because I was on the inside, on the 
dirty side of the track. We recovered 
it and got back for a second victory. 

“It’s brilliant. The Chevrolet boys 
have done an incredible job. It’s 
incredible at the moment, we’ve 
just got to keep it going.” 

Of the first race, he added: "That 
was tough. It’s so hard to keep 
anyone behind you when you’re the 
lead car around here but we 
managed to hold them off." 

Huff heads the standings on 120 
points, with a healthy lead over 
second-placed Muller on 84, and 
Menu on 79. Chevrolet have 242 
points in the constructors’ 
championship, with nearest rivals 
SEAT on 150. The next two races are 
in Budapest on lune 5.

Goosen’s ton is all in vain 


TWO of Zimbabwe’s biggest cricketing 
stars have helped shape the career of 
Glenn Goosen. 

The Burwell batsman honed his skills at 
David Houghton’s academy in his homeland, 
where he not only worked with his country’s 
first test captain, but also Zimbabwean 
bowling legend Eddo Brandes. 

Houghton scored 266 in a test match 
against Sri Lanka in the 1994-95 season, a 
total which has never been bettered by any of 
his countrymen. 

And Brandes came to the sporting world’s 
attention when, on a break from his day job 
as a chicken farmer, he embarrassed England 
in a one-day series, taking a hat-trick in one 
of the amateurs’ shock victories. 

Goosen’s progress at the academy under 
their tutelage earned him an opportunity to 
move to England, where he already had 
family, eight years ago. 

A four-year stint in the Kent Premier 
League with Sevenoaks was followed by a 
move to Cambridgeshire because of his 
girlfriend’s studies. 

And after a couple of successful seasons 
with Sawston in the Tucker Gardner League, 
a move to Burwell at the start of last season 
secured him a crack at East Anglia’s finest. 

Goosen was Burwell’s second most 


productive batsman behind another 
Zimbabwean, Grant Flower, in his first 
campaign at this level, with 513 runs to his 
name at an average of 32.06. 

And he struck 103 at home to Sudbury on 
Saturday, but it was not enough to prevent 
Burwell becoming the first team to lose to 
the new boys this season. 

However, despite that setback, the 
29-year-old batsman is confident the 
club can improve on last summer’s 
seventh-placed finish. 

“Last season was very good,” said Goosen. 
“I knew the guys a bit after playing against 
them for Sawston in the Tucker League. 

“They’re a great bunch of lads and I think 
we did very well. Hopefully we can finish 
even higher this season as we’ve definitely 
got the players to do that. 

“In a way I was comfortable with my total 
last year, but I was also a little bit 
disappointed with it. I opened the batting for 
the first six or seven games and kept getting 
starts of about 20 or 25, and then getting out. 

“I dropped down the order and then 
started picking it up. I felt I did bat well, but I 


did miss some chances to get bigger totals 
earlier in the season.” 

Goosen had to initially drop a level 
following his move from Kent to Sawston, 
but he is now enjoying testing himself at a 
higher standard. 

“The weaker sides in the Premier League 
are probably like the top teams in the Tucker 
League,” said Goosen. “When we’re playing 
against them, there’s probably not too much 
of a difference. 

“When you’re playing against the top sides 
then you can definitely see a difference. They 
tend to have four or five really good batsmen 
in their teams, rather than one or two. 

“The fielders are sharper and don’t tend to 
drop many catches, and the bowlers can do a 
bit more with the ball in terms of seaming 
and swinging it.” 

Sudbury managed to reach 239 before 
being dismissed at Mingay Park, before 
Burwell were made to pay for a wretched 
start to their reply. 

Goosen’s ton put them right back in 
contention, but they were all out for 212 in 
the 51st over, 28 runs shy of their victory total.

Tattersalls Gold Cup at the 
Curragh with Workforce.
